This much is intimated by un- 
addition to the Prison Rules, made 
by the Governor-in-Council,. which: 
reads as follows: 

‘ “When any subordinate officer 
received Into hospital for observa-|- 


tion is subsequently certified to: 


be malingering he will receive no 
pay for the ‘period during which 
he is, under observation, and’ all 
hospital expenses and churgds in- 
eldental to such observation shall 
the paid by auch officer.”

Taitam, and at various hilly parts 
of the mainland, Seme people may 
object. to its inclusion here—but ft 
renlly makes quite a good photu- 
graph!
